Sévéral of Hongkong’s leading 
export men, seen to-day in con- 
nection with Hongkong's export 
trade, remarked that business wus 
practically at a standstill and’ they, 
all seemed to be unanimous that a 
number of commodities in which 
Hongkong previously had the 

-~ monopoly, has been lost to the 
Colony’s trade. ’ : 

Asked whether they could 
furnish eny reason for this state of 
‘affairs they mercly offered the 
vague explanation that conditions 
were now different; while onc 
added that after the slump follow- 
ng the 1919-1920 boom, customers 
had so much time on their hands 
that it paid them to look for 
new sources of supply, with 
the result that Hongkong was 
ousted, .A suggestion that 
irregularities by Chinese dealers 
and the Jack of standard grades 
had contributcd to the decline was 
pooh-poohed, The general slump 
in markets had caused customers 
to look clsewhere with a view to 
economy and surplus shipping had 
alot to do with the change,

‘NOVEL DISPUTE DECIDED. 
TWO HOUSES ON TENEMENT. 

A knotty point which cropped up 
in connection with the Rents Ordin- 
ance waa disposed of by tha Chief 
Justice (Sir William Rees Davies, 
‘K.C.) in giving judgment to-day in 
action in which Kwok Yau, os the 
roversionary of an unexpired lease, 
claimed from the Tung Cheung Tai 
firm possession of 3 dwelling house 
at 213, Wing Lok Street. 

The facts of the case were that 
two houses standing back, to. back 
were leased to the defendants in 
1918 One Tronted on Wing Lok 
Street (No. 213) and the other on 
Bonham Strand (No, 49). In 1918 
the defendants sub-let the Wing Lok 


Street house to the pluintif! but the 
roof and part of the kitchen con- 
tinued to be occupied by the defend- 
ants’ fokis. The question the Chief 
Justice had ta decide was whether 
the acoupation of the roof and of a 
portion of the kitchen divided off 
with iron bars constituted occupa- 
tion of ‘‘a partion of u domestic 
tenement,’ also whether the sub- 
Jetting of the remainder of the pre- 
mies a sub-letting of ‘other por- 
tions of the domestic tenement.” 

Qn bebalf of the plaintiff it was | 
argued that since the sub-letting in 
118 the two houses constituted two| 
domestic tenements, thst the roof 
‘and kitchen which, had been exclud- | 
ed from No, 213 were now included 
in No. 49 and formed, since the 
sub-letting, a part. of the tenement. 

The Chief Justice considered | 
there was no ambiguity to justify 
departure from the expressed Iungu- 
age of the section. The roof of | 
No, 213 was a material partion of; 
‘the tenement as was also the dis | 
connected part of the kitchen and: 
continued to be oceupied .by .the 
lensoen althoush they had sublet the 
other portions of the tenement. 
This, according to the definition in 
the Ordinance, constituted them 
tenant in. actual’ occupation of 
Na. 213 and they were protected by | 
the Ordinance. He thought the two 
houses, for the purposes of thie 
action constituted one domestic ; 
tenement and accordingly . gave 
judgment for the defendants.
